..^gee said Emilio Garza, a 
4^ear*old American of Mexl* 
cmr descent who worked for 
tSefAFL-CKTs American Insti* 
ttjj# for Free Labor Develop- 
ment in Colombia, was the 
“j&st effective of the career 
agents” with whom he 
b^worked. 

•^arza came to Canada in 
to teach cooperative or- 


ganization and community de- 
velopment in a government- 
funded course for promising 
Latin American students at 
the Coady International Insti- 
tute in Antigonish, Nova Sco- 
tia, CTV reported. 

The Coady qourse is based 
on organizing techniques em- 
ployed by Catholic priests in 
Nova Scotia in the 1930. The 
school attracts about 100 for- 
eign students each year and is 
considered an ideal place to 
keep tabs on emerging leaders 
from developing countries. 

After more than a year at 


the Coady, Garza went to Hali- 
fax where he helped a volun- 
teer foreign aid group get $24,- 
500 from the Canadian Inter- 
national Development Agency 
(CIDA), the television network 
said. In M^rch 1973 CIDA sent 
him to Peru on a three-week 
contract to help organize a 
Canadian-sponsored fishing co- 
operative. 

Later Garza applied unsuc- 
cessfully for a full-time job in 
CIDA and for another as 
Latin American director for 
Canadian Univesity Service I 
Overseas, Canada’s version of I 


the Peace Corps. CTV found. 
He actually finished second in 
the competition for the job 
with, the student agency. 

Had he won, he would have 
gone into Cuba and other 
Latin American countries, as a 
Canadian official. 

Garza left Canada last year 
for a job in Indonesia with the 
U.N. International Labor Or- 
ganization. After 12 months 
with the ILO he went to work 
early this year for the Wash- 
ington-based Asian-American 
Free Labor Institute, an off- 
shoot of the outfit Garza was 


[with when Agee knew him as 
a “recruited and controlled 
agent.” 

[In Washington, an official 
of the institute, also linked to 
the AFL-CIO, said Garza was 
' hired in January of this year 
“on temporary assignment) 
pending consideration” for a 
permanent job. He said Garza | 
was traveling in South Asia; 
working on a labor education 
pro^am. The official said that 
the institute had no informa- 
tion, other than Agee’s report, 
that would Indicate that Garza 
had been a CIA agent.]
